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that no body is capable of altering its state of rest 
or of motion without the interference of some out- 
side influence ; and this fact we express in scientific 
language by saying that every body has Inertia." 
On the whole, you have treated an interesting 
subject in an interesting way, and when your book 
is published, I will make it a point to see that a 
copy is placed among the books I refer my students 
to. I hope your book will meet with the success 
that it deserves.
